Water which is cooled to a 
tempera! un* below 39 degrees 
stays on the surface of lakes, 
ponds, and rivers, so that when

freezes first. This makes It pos­ 
sible for marine life to exist in 
the 39 degree water unuei the 
ice. 
There is of course no such 
thing as pure drinking water. At 
best, it is merely harmless. There 
are many waters used for drink­ 
ing that contain moat of the de­ 
sirable minerals, others do not. 
All waters contain some fluorine. 
If the concentration is below a 
few parts per million, teeth— 
particularly children's teeth — 
develop cavities. Where concen­ 
tration is even ten times that 
recommended by the U. S. De­ 
partment of Health, no harm

THOSE MONDAY MORNING QUARTERBACKS 
Election campaigns that drag on for weeks 
are hard enough to endure. But the worst thing 
connected with them is the Monday morning 
quarterbacking that one has to listen to after 
they are all over. 
At the moment many of Barry Coldwater’* 
erstwhile supporters are vying with his liberal 
Republican detractors in disparaging the conduct 
of the campaign. Well, it may be granted that 
nothing fails like failure, especially in the dog- 
eat-dog game of politics. (As John F. Kennedy 
once said, one doesn’t have friends in politics, one 
has only associates.) But there are standards of 
seemliness in Monday morning quarterbacking, 
and it is up to us who are not part of the organ­ 
izational apparatus of either party to try to en­ 
force them. 
The first standard of seemliness is that no 
one should try to shift the blame for a headquar­ 
ters decision to a lieutenant who was trying his 
best to carry it out. Now. the fact is that Cold­ 
water ran his own campaign. He made mistakes. 
If they were indeed the cause of defeat, then he 
— and he alone— should be attacked. But that 
is not the way that many of his followers now 
see it. They are engaged in the degrading game 
of trying to blame other “men around Barry" 
for the Lyndon Johnson landslide. 
Thus we have Clit ton White, w ho did the yeo­ 
man work in getting the nomination for Barry, 
cracking down on Denison Kitchel, Goldwater’s 
close friend and legal adviser, and Karl Hess, one 
of the Senator’s speechwriters. Seconding Clifton 
White, we have columnists complaining that Hess 
was an amateur with no experience in political 
campaigning. The truth of the m atter is that 
Karl Hess wrote a major part of the 1960 Re­ 
publican platform, which was good enough to sup­ 
port Richard Nixon in a photo-finish fight against 
Kennedy. Prior to that, Hess had worked for the 
Republican National Committee when Jim Sel­ 
vage was handling its public relations. 
I’ve known Karl Hess a long time, and at one 
point in the campaign I took a couple of ideas for 
speeches to him. He liked one of them, and said 
he’d see what he could do with it. "But you must 
understand.” he said, “that Coldwater thinks that 
only one thing counts now. and that is to erase 
this picture that he is trigger-happy. Maybe he’s 
right. And who am I to say that he is wrong?" 
The lack of “facts” in Goldwater’s speeches 
has been blamed on William J. Baroody, head of 
the American Enterprise Institute, who was on 
leave to act as a research man for the campaign. 
But the truth is that the American Enterprise 
Institute is long on facts. Goldwatcr, quite early 
in the game, made a personal decision to deal in 
issues He thought that other Republican speak­ 
ers would support him by handing out the sta­ 
tistics. Thus, when Ronald Reagan, a Hollywood 
figure, used plenty of farts and figures in a pro- 
Goldwater TV-show, Coldwater gave the green 
light to several repetitions of the Reagan con­ 
tribution If any of the hypercritical Republican 
t 
iros had beaten Reacan to the effective formu- 
ation of a fact-stlidded show-, they could have 
had plenty of air time. too. 
In Connecticut, a typical “eastern Republican" 
state, the wolves are out to get John Lupton, who 
was in charge of the local Republican campaign 
for Coldwater. Lupton worked his heart out in 
the vain attempt to produce a victory, and he had 
good help from Malcolm Baldridge, a pro-Scran­ 
ton man. B rf ire the San Francisco convention 
Lupton studiously avoided taking sides in the 
primary fight; It was his business, he said, to 
build up a Connecticut citizens’ organization that 
would br prepared to support any slate the con­ 
vention happened to choose When the convention 
chose Goldwatcr. Lupton did his b^st to put the 
choice over. Now the "regulars.** many of whom 
sat on their hands are trying to purge him for 
loyally supporting the party.

In this, Mr. K made a major 
gamble.

It is not enough to say the

Bv LARRY OSU 8 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson has a record lead 
of 15.6 million votes over Son. 
Harry Coldwater as unofficial 
returns from the Nov. 3 prcsi- 
dontial e l e c t i o n continue to 
trickle in.

The President has 61.1

With 270 needed to win. John­ 
son rolled up 486 electoral votes 
by carrying 44 states and the 
District of Columbia. Coldwater 
got 52 with six states. 
When the still uncounted ab-

ballots

votes are added about a month 
from now. the official vote is 
expected to be close to 70 mil­ 
lion compared with 68.8 million 
in I960. 
But the percentage of those of 
voting age who cast presidential 
ballots apparently will be less 
than the 63.1 of four years ago. 
A preliminary study showed 
that 60.8 per cent of Americans 
of voting age voted this year. 
The figure is based on the Cen­ 
sus Bureau’s estimate that 114 
million Americans were of vot­ 
ing age on election day.

started in radio, they came on 
with 'Hello, ladies and gentle­ 
men,’ and they went into the 
same kind of acts they had done 
in vaudeville and on Broadway. 
“When I was in the hospital in 
1931, I studied radio before I 
decided to get into it.

I 
was so scared I spent most of 
the $100,000 on acts to surround 
me.

Since then he has played night 
clubs and theaters including a 
run in “Our Town” last sum­ 
mer.

Program on Cancer 


The M others’ Society of St. 
M ary’s 
School 
wil1 
meet 
on 
Monday, Nov. 16 in the school 
auditorium to lLten to Dr. David 
Gerbarg discuss the Cervical can­ 
cer detection program of 
the 
U lster County Medical Society, 
Mrs. Victoria Owen, president, 
announced today. 
The County Medical Society is 
conducting a program 
under a 
grant from the New York State 
Departm ent of Health, Bureau of 
Cancer Control, 
to test 5,000 
women, age 30 or over, in Ulster 
County for signs of early cervical 
cancer. 
The reason for this test pro­ 
gram, according to the County 
Medical Society, is that cervical 
cancer, which accounts for the 
second highest cancer fatality 
rate in women, is IOO per cent 
curable when discovered in its 
early stage. 
With only one sixth of Ulster 
County women age 30 and over 
currently tested in their physi­ 
cians’ offices on a regular annual 
basis, about half of the local 
cases of cervical cancer are dis­ 
covered too late to prevent need­ 
less fatalities. 
Therefore, the County Medical 
Society is distributing a new self­ 
administered cervical cancer test 
kit. free of charge, in an attem pt 
to induce an 
additional 5.000 
women over 30 to place them ­ 
selves on a voluntary annual test 
schedule. If this program works 
here, according to the Society it 
may become the basis for a state 
wide program aimed at wiping 
out cervical cancer as a fatal dis­ 
ease.

local 
physi­ 
cians of the County Medical So­ 
ciety are going straight to the 
women of U lster County with a 
direct educational program.

“Time and Two 
Women,” followed with a dis­ 
cussion by Dr. Gerbarg, distribu­ 
tion of the cervical cancer test 
kits, and a question and an­ 
swer period.
